"The decline in attendance in the divinity 
school is a scarce of some anxiety to those 
n-Iio are interested In strengthening the 
Christian ministry by recruits who.bavere- 
iKived an adequate literary and theological 
preparation. Whether, this decline is occa- 
sioned by tbe policy of requiring tuition 
.if the theological students, or by raising 
liic standard of admission to the school, 
nr whether both of these have, hart some 
i-ffect, it-may be diffloult to determine. 
In my judgment, however, ills more likely 
to Us due to the weakening of the religious
